D illard University is 
a private, under 
graduate liberal 
arts university founded in 
1869. The University was 
named in honorofJames 
Hardy Dillard, whose dis- 
tinguished service in the 
éducation of African 
Americans in the South, 
forms an important chap- 
ter in the history of Ameri¬ 
can éducation. James 
Hardy Dillard gave the 
school its motto, Ex Fide 
Fortis: Front Confidence, 
Courage. Dillard’s nursing 
program was started in 
1942 and became the first 
nationally accredited bac- 
calaureate nursing program 
inLouisiana. Thejapanese 


saidies program is the first of 
its kind among historically 
Black Colleges and the first 
among ail universities in the 
south central U.S.A. The 
national center for Black- 
Jewish Relations, the only re¬ 
source of its kind in the world, 
its established to examine the 
common concerns and 
shared expériences of Afri- 
can-AmericansandJews. In 
1993, the Samuel DuBois 
Cook Fine Arts and Com¬ 
munications Center, housing 
state-of-the-art teaching, 
broadcast, music, and thé¬ 
âtre facilities opened. In 1996, 
Dillard ranked fourtli among 
UNCF colleges and univer¬ 
sities.

T | he Dillard University Na 
tional Conférence on Black- 
Jewish Relations was created in 1989 
by past president Dr. Samuel DuBois Cook. 
Tire conférence was an instant success, meet¬ 
ing a need felt by manyjewish Americans and 
African American, who welcomed a forum 
where they could discuss the issues that 
brought them together and those that divided 
them. 

The success of the conférence led to cré¬ 
ation of the Dillard University National Cen- 
ter for Black-Jewish Relations. Today, it 
remains the only center of its kind in the 


world. The national conférence, th 
longest mnning, consecutive meetin 
of its kind in the United States, 
celebrating its tenth annual meeting 
The original puipose of the Blacl 
Jewish conférence was to rebuild th 
Black-Jewish coalition that played 
key rôle in the Civil Rights Movemei 
of the 1950’s and 60’s. The confe 
ence is nowbroadening its agenda t 
consider such issues as women’s pe 
spectives on Black-Jewish relation 
racism, sexism, diaspore, and religioi
